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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The affidavit filed on 26 September 2007 under 
37 CFR § 1 .131 has been considered but is ineffective to overcome the cited art of Snover (U.S. Pub. 2004/0243543 A1). 

In the case of the instant declarations, the Applicants have alleged conclusions, not facts as is required under 37 C.F.R. §1.131. 

Applicant's remarks state that the invention was conceived more than 2 years than the filing of the instant application with little or very 
insufficient proof of this conception. 

There are various conflicting information attached to the provided one page Disclosure packet relied on as the Exhibit for the declaration. 
For instance, All dates are blocked out expect the two dates relating to conception and reduction to practice. However, no showing to 
diligence is even attempted as showing. The Packet states the name of three inventors without any explanation as to what their 
contribution is to the invention in light of the prior art. The Packet has "Last Updated" date of 8/1 1/2003, while claiming to filing date of 
10/24/2003, making it ambiguous as to what occurred in the two month period in between? The Exhibit itself is missing mappings as to 
explain how the instant invention was derived from the generic summary recited within it. The generic summary in no way appears to 
pertain to the instant claimed invention. For those reasons among others, the affidavit is considered ineffective to overcome the prior art.
